There are many ingenious ways for controlling climate on 
the averaged-sized house lot, as well as on the large estate 
or farm.

A tree located to shade the west wall and roof from the hot 
afternoon sun will keep house temperatures more comfort- 
able and may reduce wall and roof temperatures by as much 


as 20 to 40°. This helps to eiiminate the well-known “attic 
furnace.” Rooftop temperatures of 140 degrees have been 
recorded. 


Since the sun sets in the southwest in the winter, a tree 
planted as suggested above will not make your home cold 
at this season of the year.

Q. What is the tree with the large leaves and the bright yellow 
fruit in clusters now? 


A. Eriobotrya japonica, commonly known as Loquat or Japanese 
Plum. It is an excellent ornamental, as well as a delicious fruit.

Q. What do you consider the best red, pink and yellow rose for 
Central Florida? 


A. The red Etoile de Holland, the pink Editor McFarland, and the 
yellow Peace are three of the best flowering roses. The Etoile de 
Holland, the Editor McFarland are classified as standards. Peace is 
a patented variety and runs a bit higher in price.

Q. We need a screen that will grow tall to conceal an unsightly 
view from our bedroom windows and also provide us with some 
privacy. We feel that a fence will cut off air passage. What plants 
might we use? 


A. The Malaleuca leucadendra or “Punk” tree makes a wonderful 
tall screen or is excellent in groups for skyline effect. If a hedge five 
to eight feet would be tall enough, then you might use Viburnum 
odoratissimum, which has a spreading habit of growth and attractive 
foliage. In front of either of these you can group flowering shrubs 
such as Azaleas, etc. It might be well to secure the recommendation 
of one of our landscape architects who can tell you just what would 
be the best plant to use.

Q. What are the large trees with such abundance of lavender or 
white orchid-like flowers and glossy two-lobed leaves? 


A. These are the Florida Orchid Tree or Bauhinia, and are con- 
sidered one of the most valuable flowering trees for Central Florida. 
They bloom most profusely in February and March. We also have 
a dark-purple hybrid that is much in demand. : 
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Q. What is the Orange Colored Vine that climbs to the tops of trees 
and blooms so profusely now? Will it grow in Missouri? 


A. The Flame Vine is a vigorous grower and does well in Central 
Florida. However, it does get damaged by the cold some years. It 
would not grow out of doors in Missouri, but you might use it as a 
staked vine in your sun parlor or Florida room.

Q. Iam very fond of Azalea Formosa, but very few other varieties 
will blend with it to form a picturesque and pleasing planting. What 
varieties do you recommend using with it? 


A. Elegans, which is a very clear light pink; George L. Taber, white 
shaded with light lilac; Fielders White, Wallace White or Magnolia 
White; Sweetheart Supreme or Mme Pericat, soft pale pinks... . . 
and if you use a wisely spaced group of whites, you can lead into 
other shades without an off-color clash. 
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Q. Can you recommend an ever-bearing lemon and lime to plant 
to provide fruit for family use? 


A. The Meyer Lemon is one of the best of the ever-bearing group, 
and we also recommend the ever-bearing Lakeland Lime.
